Court in the capitol signify power—not 
forcé, but power in all its highest attri- 

They are superior to the Presi- 
and superior to Congress. Their de- 
.@ision is final. No monarch can do what 
they can do. They interpret the basic law 
‘of the Union. Any act of the Congress 
oan be brought before them for review. 
And on what they say that act must 
stand or fall. 

The casual visitor to the court room, 
who sees merely the exterior evidences of 
the operation of one of the three great 
@ivisione of the government, is likely to 
yawn and think the whole affair deadly 
‘dull. The justices themselves chuckle 
ever the story of the self-important man 
who went Into the court room one after- 
moon and took a seat in the space re- 
eerved for members of the bar who have 
the right to practice before the court. 
The marsiial saw the man and did not

WASHINGTON, March 19. 
LEASE don’t imagine that is an in- 
Pp terview, because jit is nothing of the 
kind. Mr. Knox doesn’t give inter- 
views. 1 have his word for it, and also his 
secretary's. 

Oo it isn't an interview, and you are not 
g0ing to learn from it when the attorney- 
general is going t a fall out of an- 
other trust, or what trust it is to be, or 
Whether it is to happen before or after 
election or whether it is ever to happen 
at all. 

In fact, there is not going to be any- 
thing much to learn from this, and I feel 
quite apologetic about offering it under 
any designation; but eo long as it is clearly 
understood not to be an interview, we'll 
let it go for what it is worth. 

As a matter of fect. I didn’t expect to 
be admitted to the attorney-general’s pres- 
ence at all, neither did the attorney-gen- 
eral’s secretary, neither did anybody who 
knew anything about the attorney-general 
and his waysa. 

it was the secretary who arranged the 
matter for me. His name is Long, and he 
is as pleasant a secretary as you could 
find in Washington or out of it. In the 
morning, when 1 first cailed at the de- 
partment of justice, he was officially pes- 
simistic, but personally resolved to help. 

First of all, of course, he did his Httle 
duty by trying to put me off with the bi- 
ography of his chief in that thrilling pub- 
lication, the Congressional Directory. I 
begged for something a little more per- 
gonal than that—just four minutes’ con- 
versation would be enough—and he prom- 
ised to put my petition later fn the day. 

Present it he did, and with such good 
effect that when I called again in the 
afternoon I was honored with the un- 
wonted privilege of—no, not of interview- 
ing the attorney-general, but of spending 
four minutes bandying sweet nothings 
like “What is your favorite flower?” and 
“Do you like Shakspeare?’’

Knox in His

Mr. Knox's offictal environment is rath- 
er more interesting than most of his col- 
leagues.

The justice is the hero of many golf 
stories.

Justice White walks from the capitol 
every fine afternoon down Pennsylvania 
avenue to Fifteenth and F streets and 
thence to his home on Rhode Island ave- 
nue. Before Justice Brown's eyes failed 
he was one of White's constant compan- 
ions. Now the walking chum is Justice 
Holmes. They come down together, walk- 
ing slowly and talking earnestly. During 
the weeks the merger decision was under 
consideration of the court Justice White 
did most of the talking on these after- 
noons. He was emphatic about it, pound- 
ing his left palm with his clenched right 
fist to emphasize his points. When the 
decision was announced Justice Holmes 
was the only Republican who joined with 
Justice \White in dissenting. 


Both Justices Harlan and White are en- 
tertainers. They are sticklers for the dig- 
nity _and _bgewer of their court, but in pri- 


vate life they are the most charming and 
affable companions. 


Dapper, Picturesque 
Chief Justice Fuller. 


eChief Justice Fuller is a dapper little 
man, with a great mane of white hair and 
a long sweeping moustache. He always 
wears a top hat when he is out of doors 
and always a black frock coat and a plain 
black tle. He rides to and from the cap- 
itol in his carriage and takes but little 
exercise. He is one of the most sought 
after-dinner guests in the city, for his 
manners are delightful and he is a bril- 
liant conversationalist. He is an omniver- 
ous reader of all kinds of NMterature. The 
chief justice has a family of girls. He has 
but few intimates, but those he does re- 
ceive in his library speak of him as one of 
the most companionable of men. 

Justices Brown and Brewer bear a gen- 
eral resemblance to each other. Each {is 
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I needn't limit myself to four. 

“I can't imagine what you want me to 
talk about,”’ he said with the baffling laugh 
of the trained lawyer playing with an un- 
skiliful interlocutor. “‘I am not an inter- 
esting man.”’ 

“Haven't you any hobbies?”

OVER THE BODY OF A NEGRO HERO 


BRAGG 


Columbus (Ga.) Appropriates Funds 
for Monument for Bragg Smith, 
Who Gave His Life for 
Another. 


ATUANTA, Ga., March 19.—A southern 
city has just erected an eulogistic monu- 
ment over the body of a negro who died in 
the effort to save the life of a white man. 

The City Council of Columbus, Ga., re- 
cently appropriated a suitable sum to pur- 
chase a stone shaft and have it carved 
with an inscription and set at the head of 
the grave of Bragg Smith, a negro. 

Bragg Smith died like a hero, and the 
color of his skin did not prevent the recog- 
nition of his heroism by his white neigh- 
bors. 

Smith was in the employ of the city of 
Columbus. While at work on some public 
improvements which the city engineer was 
superintending, Smith observed that the 
walls of an excavation were about to fall 
in, bringing many tons of earth down. 

The negro made a notably heroic effort 
to save his superior’s life. but failed. 
his effort he neglected the opportunity to 
save himself, and was buried. beneath the 
caving walls and died. 

Quick to recognize that heroism draws no 


color line the Clty Council at its next 
meeting voted an appropriation to fittingly 
honor the dead hero. 

The monument erected above Smith’s 
grave bythe city is of Georgia and Ver- 
mont marble. On one side is the inacrip- 
tion: ‘“‘Erected by the City Council of Co- 
lumbus to mark the last resting place of 
Bragg Smith, who died on Sept. BO, 1903, 
in the heroic effort to save the life of 
the city engineer.’’ 

On the back of the monument is carved: 
‘‘Honor and fame from no condition rise, 
Act well your part—there all the honor

‘THREE PROFESSORS [CHINESE BORGHS 
“COMMIT SCE 


HAVE NEW POISON 


Brought From Formosa, It Kills in 
Two Weeks and Leaves no 
Trace Behind. 


DENVER, Colo., March 19.—Within three 
weeks two of the most prominent 
of the Chinatown colony in Denver have 
died. The men in both cases were far a4- 
vanced in the ways of the Ooccident, and 
liberal in their views. Wan Hah Chang 
died about three weeks ago. Last Monday 
Loule Yuen, the founder of Denver's China- 
town and the head of the Chinese lodge of 
Masons, died. 

Both deaths were apparently due to nat- 
ural causes. Believing this, the coroner 
issued death certificates in both instances. 

Down in Chinatown another view alto- 
gether prevails. It is the general tmpres- 
sion there that both deaths were due to 
the Chang Tze, or Lily Tong of Highbind- 
ers. Members of the colony say that the 
Highbinders have abjured the hatchet for 
poison. The poison named in their whispers 
is secured from a certain shrub which 
grows on the island of Formosa, and it is 
as yet unknown to western medical sci- 
ence. It kills and leaves no trace. Death 
is the matter of two weeks when it is ad- 
ministered in doses. 

Strange to say, both Loule Yuen and 
‘Wah Hah Chang both became 1]! exactly 
two weeks before their deaths. 

This new poison, according to prominent 
members of the Chinese co ony, has only 
been given recently to the Highbinders. 

Because of police vigilance in San Fran- 
cisco and elsewhere. the occupation of 
hatchet wielding has become dangerous. 
Consequently recourse has been had to the 
poison. 

A little over three months ago agents of 
the Chank Tze Tong came to Denver to 
organize a society here. They secured re- 
crults from among the degraded class of 
pipe smoking Chinamen. je Yuen and 
Wan Hah Chang were approached. Both 
being westernized Chinamen and prosper- 
ous business men, refused to join. Efforts 
were then made to blackmail them, 
they scorned the threats made. Now both 
are dead, and the rest of the Chinese are 
ping the Lily Tong as fast as they can. 
They do not care for strange spices in their 
noodles or chop suey. Spices that mean a 
lingering death in two weeks. 

The funeral of Loyie Yuen will be as far 
superior to Wan. Hah Chang’s as day is 
to night. Yuen was the greatest Chinaman 
in Chinatown, and the mayor of the col- 
ony. Not only this, but he was a thirty- 
third degree Chinese Mason. His nephews, 
Sam Loule and Fat Louie, are both pros- 
perous and will spare no expense. Neither 
will the Chinese Masons spare money. 

Last night there was waiting among the 
women of.Chinatown, and the monotonous 
beat of the tomtom was heard all night. 

At 1:30 o'clock this afternoon the funeral 
was held. The hearse was drawn by four 
white horses, which turned corners abrupt- 
ly to head off the evil spirits. 

On a vacant lot at Twenty-first and Blake 
streets was spread the feast of the de- 

arted. The deceased was placed in a 

neeling position before it. Drums beat fit- 
fully. An American band played the ‘‘Dead 
March” in “Saul.”’ Sticks of incense sput- 
tered everywhere, and the ashes of paper 
money floated over the mourners and the 
curious spectators. 

On the table were 14 cleaned but un- 
cooked chickens, seven large bowls of un- 
cooked rice, a wooden vessel full of “‘chop 
suey’’ materials and 10 pots of tea. The 
deceased, Loule Yen, was to be well fed on 
his journey through the nether world. His 
nephews, accompanied by their li:tle-footed 
wives, knelt plously with the body of their 
uncle. Their grief was great, for they had 
shaved their eyebrows. Also their uncle 
left an estate amounting to $10,000. 

They burned paper horses, paper sedan

Tonight the chickens will be cooked: so 
will the rice and the “chop suey.” The 
nophews and a few select friends will eat 
them, but Uncle Loule Yuen will enjoy a 
spiritual repast from them. 


WISCONSIN. MAN 
DAUPHIN OF FRANCE? 


Relics of Royalty Left by Eleazar 
Williams to Francis Arminville 
Sent to France. 


* APPLETON, Wis., March 19.—Francis 
Arminville, a young man of Chilton, pos- 
sesses several relics of Eleazar Williams, 
the supposed lost dauphin of France, which 
were the property of his grandfather, 
Jacques D’Arminville, an early settler near 
Green Bay. 

D'’Arminville was greatly struck with the 
resemblance between known members of 
the Bourbon family and Williams, and gave 
ready credence to the story of the little 
dauphin, abducted in early childhood and 
subjected to a process of brutal degrada- 
tion; a condition from which the new world 
partially restored him, but with only a 
vague remembrance of the scenes that 
marked his infancy. 

In a letter written at Green Bay in 1833 
to hig father in France, D’Arminville told 
of his meeting at the settlement with the 
man who may have been his sovereign, 
stating that Willlams would make no at- 
tempt to gain the throne for fear that his 
effort would bring on a civil war. 

When D’Arminville left La Bay he was 
accompanied to the St. Lawrence country 
by Williams, who, at parting, gave him a 
small trunk containing, besides some small 
articles of clothing, @ medallion of Louls 
XVIII and a history of the Boyrbon fam-

Time-Honored Custom Is to Be Abol- 
ished by the Missouri Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 


SYSTEM IS OUTGROWN, 
SAY THE MANAGERS 


Number of Delegates Is So Large the 
Entertainment Has Become a Bur- 


den, and Its Incidents Interfere 
With Work. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEXICO, Mo., March 19.—Rev. John An- 
derson, pastor of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in this city, is authority for the 
statement that the Missouri conference of 
this great ecclesiastical organization at its 
next annual meeting to be held in Colum- 
bia, will abolish the time-honored custom 
of entertaining the delegates at all future 
annual state meetings. 

While this may be welcome news to a 
great many people in Missouri who have 
entertained Methodist preachers and dele- 
gates to their annual. gatherings during 
the hot seasons of the year, yet there are 
legions who fear that the church is get- 
ting too far away from the old landmarks 
of Methodism and the good old times when 
a Methodist family thought it an honor as 
well as a privilege to fry ‘yellow-legged” 
chickens and make custard pies for con- 
ference delegates. 

Mr. Anderson's reasons for making this 
pro-conference announcement is the fact 
that the following committee has been ap- 
pointed to present to the coming state 
meeting ‘a plan for entertainment’ and 
for providing the necessary funds to “meet 
the required expense:’’. C. M. Bishop of 
St. Joseph, 8S. P. Cresap of Columbia, J. 
M. Gibson of Richmond, B. J. Casteel, 
judge of the criminal court of St. Joseph; 
Senator J. M. Proctor of Sturgeon and H. 
P, Woodson, a merchant of St. Joseph. 

This committee has been appointed on 
the authority of. the following resolutions, 
passed by the last conference, held in this 
city, and presented by J. M. Gibson, 8. P. 
Cresap, O. E. Brown, C. M. Bishop and A. 
B. Culbertson: 


Whereas, The Missouri conference has be- 
come so large that it is difficult in any of 
our towns to snd ves for all members 
during its annual sessions without féeling 
that the ple who entertain us are some- 
what burdened, and 

Whereas, The volume and variety of the 
business that comes before the conference 
have so increased as to demand more time 
for careful consideration than we feel like 
giviug when our bosts are burdened with 
our entertainment, therefore 

Resolved, That a commission of three 

reachers and three laymen be appointed 
, this conference to take the whole queées- 
tion of entertainment under consideration, 
and if a change in our present plan seems 
to be advisable, to present to the next ses- 
sion of our conference a plan for our en- 
tertainment and for providing the necessary 
funds to meet the required expenses. 


Mr. Anderson says the new plan under 
consideration, which he states will be 
adopted, is for the delegates and preachers 
to be the guests of the whole Missouri con- 
ference, instead of the individual congrega- 
tion of the city in which the session is held. 
In other words, each pastoral charge will 
likely be aasessed for the expenses of its 
delegates and preachers and a certain per 
cent for those who hold supernumerary and 
superannuated relations, but have no 
charge to call upon for such expense mon.

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PENSION FOR KILLING A COLONEL 


OF CONFEDERATE FORCE AT CHICKAMAUGA 


| 


Special Bill Gives Him $20 a Month 
for This Deed of 
War. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SEDALIA, Mo., March 17.—Ex-Justice of 
the Peace David Kinsey, whose special pen- 
sion bill of $20 a month has passed the 
House, and is now pending in the Senate, 
is probably the only man in Missouri who 
will become a ward of the government for 
the killing of a confederate colonel, and 
who was aided by a confederate post in 
getting his bill through Congrss. 

Judge Kinsey was born at Dayton, O., 
July 8 184, and in August, 1862, enlisted 
as a private in Company K, Ninety-third 
Ohio Infantry, under Col. Charles C. An- 


derson. At the battle of Chickamauga, 
Tenn., Kingey was one of the volunteers 
from his regiment to go to the front and 
rout the rebel sharpshooters. The task 
was under way when Col. W. B. Richmond 
of Gallatin, Tenn., rode upon the field and 
was shot and killed by young Kinsey. On 
searching the clothing of the dead officer 
the federals found papers of value, as well 
as maps of the country, together with a 
detailed statement of the number of rebels 
in that Immediate section and points of 
contemplated attacks by the confederates. 

Kinsey retained possession of the sword 
and belt of Col. Richmond, and on the fly- 
leaf of a memorandum book found the fol- 
lowing inecripition: ‘This is the body of 
Col. §y. B. Richmond. On the delivery at 
Gallatin. Tenn., the deliverer will be paid 
$500 in id.” Also on the pereon of the 
deceas were found a letter bearing the 
signature of Jefferson Davis, president of 
the Confederacy, granting the bearer per- 
mission to pass wry 1 the lines of the 
army, either day or night. 

Ali of the papers were forwarded to Gen. 
Thomas. in command of the federal force, 
who sent to young Kinsey a letter of 
tharks. Arrangements were being made to 
place the bedy of Col. Richmond in an 
ambulance, when the confederates made a 
charge and recovered the body, and it 
was never again seen by the federals. 

At the battle of Missionary Ridge Kinsey 
was twice wounded in the left thigh, ne 
ceealtating his return home, and he was 
finally discharged. Nine days later he re- 
enlisted and with a commission as a lieu- 
tenant was aseigned to Company B of the 
Fighty-firet Ohlo Infantry, in which he 
perv until the close of the war, when

Kin- 
sey, when he forwarded to Mrs. Richmond 
the sword and belt formerly worn by her 
son

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MOTHERS CONVICTED 
OF POISONING CHILD 


Grandmother Blind, Insane and Sen- 
tenced for Life—Mother in 
Penitentiary. 


GUTHRIRA, O. T., March 1%—In Oklaho- 
ma court records there is no case whica 
so appeals to the sympathies of people in 
general as that of Mrs. Lydia Howland 
and her. mother, Mrs. Mary Conrey, sen- 
tenced for life to the territorial peniten- 
tiary on the charge of murdering the pret- 
ty 2-year-old baby daughter of the former 
in a hotel in Stroud, O. T., about two 
years ago. The murder was committed by 
administering poison to the child on the 
pretense of giving it medicine. While the 
circumstantial evidence was strong, yet 
there has been no positive, direct evidence 
against the women. The former was suf- 
ficient, however, in the minds of the jury 
to find the two guilty and the court made 
it imprisonment for life, the only sentence 
possible under the Oklahoma laws. 

Gov. Ferguson was appealed to by the 
attorneys and friends of the woman, but 
declined to interfere after the courts had 
acted upon the case. During the past week 
the Oklahoma Supreme Court refused the 
younger woman a new trial. 

In the meantime the grandmother has 
become hopelessly insane. The prison life 
at her age was too great a strain. In ad- 
dition to her othef afflictions she is totally 
biind, having been that way for years. She 
is very feeble and her remaining days are 
doubtless few. The aged woman has al- 
ways maintained her innocence, as well as 
that of her daughter, and even now, in her 
lucid periods, she recites the wrongs done 
both of them. The daughter is now in the 
Kansas state penitentiary at Lansing, 
where Oklahoma convicts are cared for 
under eontract. 

Both the women were taken to the peni- 
tentiary at the same time. Under the new 
contract, 
and Kansas last year, the latter hence- 
forth will not take care of those comvicts 
who become insane after being imprisoned. 
Such persons must be returned to the cotih- 
ty in Oklahoma from which they ware sent, 
amd other means provided for their main- 
tenance. 80 when Mary Conrey, the aged 
and blind grandmother, became insane she 
was returned to Lincoln County several 
months ago, and is now cared for there 
as well as loca! facilities will allow. Thus 
the 9 mother and her daughter are sep- 
arat for life. 

Both the women were strangers in Okla- 
homa when the crime was committed. 
They were traveling. presumably, aimlessly 
and agpeared at first at Bristow, - 
where it was claimed the baby was sick. 
She was described asa v pretty child, 
about 2 years old, healthful in appearancs: 
in fact, little Ruth was attractive und her 
being (noticed by strangers proved detri- 
mental possibly to the two women when 
they were on trial for murdering her. 

A few days after leavi Bristow the 
two women came to Stroud and secured 
rooms in the leading hotel in the town. 
The baby was again reported sick and died 
suddenly. The body was placed in the 
local cemetery and the two women went 
their way. Some one suspected that al! 
was not right and an autopsy proved that 
the child had been poisoned. A search was 
begun for the two women and was carried 
on without success for several weeks. 
Finally they were located in Texas and re- 
turned to Oklahoma on requisition papers 
issued by the governor. Some timé later 
their trial wag held in the Lincoln County 
district court at Chandler and both were 
convicted and sentenced for life.

NO DOUBT AND 


ITH the exception of Colorado 
and Utah, where labor trou- 
ble has temporarily impeded 
the onward march of industry, we found 
‘on our tour of the West and South, which 
ended last Wednesday, a very high degree 
of prosperity. This was especially true of 
the Southwestern cities and California. 
The banks are on a solid basis. The busi- 
ness men and the farmers have more 
money than they ever had before, and this 
means prosperit,, industrial advancement 
and the distribution of vast natural re- 
sources. High prices for cotton has made 
the state of Texas opulent beyond expec- 
tation, and there is a good prospect for a 
big crop next season. 

“New Orleans and Galveston have prof- 
ited by the great volume of trade that has 
passed through these ports during the last 
year, and at Galveston the citizens are 
building a great wall 17 feet high, 70 feet 
across, and three and a half miles long, to 
protect them from the ocean. Two miles 
have already been built. I mention this 
to illustrate the remarkable recuperative 
power of the western cities. Galveston, 
devastated a few years ago, has risen 
from its desolation and is willing to fight 
with greater vigor then before for its ex- 


istence. 
“The doubt and pessimism which have 


dominated the East for a year are not 
found west of the Mississippi nor south of 
St. Louis. The setback in Colorado is only 
for the present. As soon as the labor trou- 
bles are settled that state will join the oth- 
ers which are now sharing the bulk of the 
prosperity. 


“We were very well satisfied with the 
improvements that are being made at great 
expense by the Iron Mountain, the Texas 
Pacific and the allied lines of the Missouri!

THE MISSISSIPPI, SAYS GEO. GOULD 
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Railroad Magnate Summarizes Conditions as He Saw Them 
in a 12,000-Mile Tour of Inspection Ended Wednesday.

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~ THE WHITE HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, March 18—The White 
House is now ready for a fire. For the 
first time since {t was built the mansion is 
fully equipped with fire fighting ap- 
paratus, and the ushers and guards have 
been organized into a fire department. By 
means of fire drill, directed by Col. Sy- 
mons, the White House major domo, they 
have been taught the location of the ap- 
paratus, how to use it and just what to 


do in case of fire. 

Wr.h ail the precautions that have been 
taken to guard the President and his fam- 
ily against cranks, there was little thought 
of protecting them from fire. A box near 
the front door furnished the only means 
of turning fm an alarm and two small hand 
grenades and a short line of hose in the 
ere constituted the only fire protection. 

o large fire extinguishers have now 
been placed on each floor and in the base- 
ment and the line of hose in the garret 
has been len ened so that it will reach 
any part of the building. An extension of 
the alarm box has been run to the door of 
the President’s room, where it is within 
easy reach of all the living apartments of 
the family, and the watchmen who patrol 
the house at night can turn in an alarm 
that will arouse everyone in the building 
by pushing buttons that are conveniently 
located. 

The garret is a forest of wood and until 
the “reconstruction” of the White House 
all the electric wires centered there and 
were all exposed. Electricians regard it 
as marvelous that crossed wires never 
started a blaze in the garret. Now all the 
wires are run eet pipes in the cement 
floors, so there is little danger of a fire 
from that source. 

The White House attaches are waiting 
for Archie to discover the location of the 
push buttons and sound a general alarm 
about 2 o’clock in the morning.

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SELL ORANGES BY THE PECK 


Cheaper Than Apples in Milwaukee, 
the Center of Apple Pro- 


duction. 

MILWAUKEE. Wis., Mareh 19.—In many 
paritsa_of Wisconsin oranges are now being 
sold by the peck instead of by the dozen 
and at such low prices ‘that they are 
cheaper than apples. This) peculiar oond!- 
tion vf the retail market is unprecedented, 
faccording to commission merchants who 
@iy that oranges are cheaper’ than they 
have been in many years, and that the 
California growers are scafcely getting re- 
‘turns enough from their shipments to pay 
for the boxes. In Milwaukee oranges are 
selling for prices from one-third to one- 
hadf lower than is customary for the same 
grade of fruit, and this is said to be the 
general condition of market all over the 
country, Loth East and West. 

The rapid deciine in pricé has been no- 
tincable for nearly three weeks, and there 
is no indication of a change for the bet- 
ter, from the dealers’ point of view. It is 
one of the many things for which the old- 
fashicned winter is being held responsible, 
the long-contin and gevere cold weather 
havi delayed the shipments from Cali- 
forn for about two months. 

With the approach of the spring months, 
the growers have found it necessary to 
hasten the shipment and oranges are naw 
being sent out of California at the rate of 
150 cars a day, while the average shipment 
in ordinary years has om 75 to 100 
cars. It is further said that the shipment 
must be incre to carloads each day 
if the abundant crop is to be unloaded. The 
crop is exceptionally good and the fruit is 
of excellent quality. Navels which ordin- 
arily bring from # to eents a dozen 
are now selling for % cents, and where the 
unusual practice of selling them by the 
peck has. been adopted, choice fruit of 
medium size is bringing % cents a peck, 
and there are about two dogen oranges in

LABOR. FAMINE 
N MISSISSIPPI 


Cotton Planters Complain That Towns 
Are Full of Idle Negroes Who 
Cannot Be Induced to Work. 


JACKSON, Miss., March 19.—With the 
season ripe for cotton planting, and the 
farmers desiring the largest acreage in 
the history of the state, the plantive cry 
is coming from al sections of the common- 
wealth that the negroes cannot be induced 
to leave the towns and go to the fields to. 
plant the season's crop. 

In years past this complaint hag been 
confined chiefly to the delta section where 
large landed estates are tilled, but this 
year the cry seems to be universal, coming 
equa.ly strong from the hill countries, and 
with particular force from the southwest- 
ern section of the state where the negroes 
have been driven from the rural communi- 
ties by whitecappers. 

Fancy wages are being offered and sel- 
dom accepted by the negroes. They prefer 
to remain in town and pick up such labor 
as may be offered, which is particularly 
plentiful just now on account of the gen- 
eral building boom being edjoyed by the 
thickly settled commumnities. 

In every town ifn the state, however, 
there are hundreds of idle negroes who 
have no employment whatever, nor do 
they desire to obtain work. Apparently 
they have plenty of money with’ which 
to satisfy their modest wants, and are 
content to lounge about and repudiate 
with scorn all offers made by labor 
agents or planters searching for field 
hands. 

In the city of Jackson alone it is esti- 
mated that there are hundreds of. able- 


bodied negroes in idleness today. A 
prominent citizen of Vicksburg in dis- 
cussing the subject states that there are 
not less than 1000 negroes in that: city 
who pages to be in the cotton’ fields, 
but decline all offers of employment. 
He states that the cook of his household 
is supporting with stolen provisions 
from the family larder no less than a 
half dozen negroes who loiter about the 
streets until hunger drives them to the 
cabin of this negress for something to 
eat. 


From every part of Mississipp! comes 
the same story, “plenty of idle ae roes, 
but can’t get them to work.” arm- 
ers are devoutly hoping that the Wells 
vagrancy bill recently passed by the 
legislature will have a salutary effect, 
and that the officers will commence: its 
rigid enforcement while the negroés are 
so badly needed for farming operations. 
The wages being offered for farm labor 
are an advance of 50 per.cent over those 
pores twe years ago, and unless 
the members of the race can be induced 
or forced to go to the fields the much- 
talked-of increase in the cotton acreage 
will not materialize;this year.

ROOSEVELT, THE LAWMAKER. 
From the New York World. 

There has been an impression that we are to elect a Presi- 
dent next November. It is a mistake. Unless Mr. Roosevelt 
be totally at sea regarding the nature of his office, we are to 
elect a Czar. 

No other sort of potentate—not even the Mikado, or the Ger- 
man Emperor, each of whom is hampered by a constitution 
and a pariiament—would venture to assume such sweeping 
legislative powers as have been assumed by the Rough Rider 
in the White House in enacting by his sole will that service 
pension law which Congress itself has never dared to pass. 

That the President has exercised the tawmaking power is 
self-evident. Congress has passed a number of pension laws. 
When it has meant service and age to give a claim to a pen- 
sion. as in the case of veterans of the war of 1812 and of the 
Mexican war. it has said so distinctly. When it provided In 
the dependant pension act of 1890 that veterans of the 
Civil War should be pensionable for disability from any cause, 
not a single member imagined that the mere chronological 
fact of reaching the age of 62 could ever be held to constitute 
such a disability. The Grand Army itself, with its micro- 
scopic eye for pension possibilities, has always taken it for 
granted that its service pension millennium would have to 
come through Congress, if at all. 

If this measure were sane, prudent and in every way de- 
sirable. Mr. Roosevelt's reckless usurpation of power in 
throwing open the doors of the treasury without authority of 
law would still be a startling assault on our institutions. But 
the scheme itself is as vicious as the manner of its accom- 
plishment. Our gigantic popularity-and-party-campaign pay- 
roll is already a scandal. It contained 999,443 names last 
June. and has since been run up to over a million. Before 
the new service pension inflation it was costing about $140,- 
00,000 a year. It has cost from the beginning over three bil- 
lion dollars. Talk about Buropean Socialism, militaryism and 
imperialism—what are they to this colossal financial merger 
of past wars and present politics? ; 

We pay for military pensions twice as much as the three 
great military powers of Europe, France, Germany and Rus- 
sia. combined. They keep over two million men under arms 
in time of peace; they have all been engaged in great wars 
since we have and they all have to care for those disabled 
from year to year in their vast regular armies; yet France 
spends only $28,000,000 a year in pensions, Russia $22,000,000 
and Germany $19,000,000. We pay more in pensions on ac- 
count of a war that ended thirty-nine years ago than France 
spends for maintaining’an army of 650,000 men today. 

The year the Civil War ended we were paying $8,525,153 for 
pensions. Ten years later the figures had climbed to $29, - 
683,116. In another Qecade che bill was $65,693,706. Then years 
later still it had mounted to $140,959,361. It has remaincd in 
that neighborhood ever since. One year it reached $158,155,- 
$42. Nobody can tell what it will be under the new Roosevelt 
service pension decree, 

This subsidized patriotism is an insult to American love of 
country. It implies that of all the nations of the world ours 
is the only ome whose people will not fight for it except on 
a cash basis, While Japan is displaying an example of self- 
sacrificing patriotism, we are offering the spectacle of a 
patriotism measured by the pay rou, 

Our pension system is distinctly socialistic—it is only a step 
from old age pensions for everybody. When the supply of 
old soldiers is exhausted does anybody suppose that the 
demand for pensions will cease? They are talking of pension- 
ing teamsters now and as jong as there are plenty like Roose- 
velt to barter the public welfare for votes there will always 
be new and ever new classes of pensioners to go on the 
subsidy roll. 

If Andrew Johnson had committed a breach of the constitu- 
tion one-tenth as flagrant as that just perpetrated by his suc- 
cessor In the accidental occupancy of the White House in 
his mad hunt fer delegates, his impeachment would never 
have failed by one vote in the Senate.

Acting on this recommendation delegates assembled in 
Baltimore on the day appointed. This was the first Demo- 
cratic cunvention. 

The committee on rules reported the following: “Resolved, 
That each state be entitled, in the nomination to be made 
of a candidate for the vice-presidency, to a number of 
votes equal to the number to which they will be entitled in 
the electoral colleges, under the new apportionment, in 
voting for president and vice-president, and that two- 
thirds of the whole number of the votes in the convention 
shall be necessary to constitute a chefoe.” 

This was the famous two-thirds rule, which Benton de- 
nounced as a device to enable minorities to thwart majori- 
ties. But it was accepted without debate, probably because, 
it containe& at the time, no acute interest. Van Buren had 
already been assured of more than two-thirds. 

On the first ballot Van Buren received 208 votes, Philip 
P. Barbour 49 and Richard M. Johnson 2%. A few scatter- 
ing votes did not affect the result and Van Buren was de 
clared the nominee. 

In the convention which met in Baltimore May 2%, 1835— 
conventions met early in those days—the two-thirds rule 
was reported, but met opposition. Mr. Saunders of North 
Carolina said it was designed to create “a more imposing 
effect.’’, “It was to be presumed,’’ he said, “that no one had 
the most remote desire to frustrate the proceedings of the 
convention; and provided a majority should, on the first or 
second ballot, fix upon an individual, it was reasonably to

Johnson could not command a two-thirds vote. The conven 
tion begged the question by adjourning without nominating 
a candidate for the vice-presidency. 

In 1844 the meaning of the two-thirds was fully revealed 
Van Buren, defeated at the polis in 1840, came up again as 
an aspirant and commanded a majority of the delegates, 

When the convention met, Saunders, of North Carolina 
who may be called the father of the two-thirds rule, moved 
ite adoption. The significance of the motion was apparent. 
The Van Buren men knew that it meant defeat, and yet 
many of them voted for !t. After a debate the rule wage} 
adopted by M8 to 118. This meant that Van Buren’s support- 
ers considered the rule more Important, more essenfial te 
party welfare than the success of their candidate, and ty 
seems to be the belief of most Democrats ever sinca, that 
it is more important than the success of any candiddte, 

There were 26 votes in the convention of 144 178 being 
necessary to a choice. Van Buren led on the first ballot 
with 146, Cass having 88. On the seventh ballot Van Buren | 
received 9 votes and Cass 123: Then a Van Buren mar 
rose and moved that since the New Yorker had received e 
majority on the first ballot he be declared the nominee. Ap 
angry discussion followed, but the two-thirds rule was sus 
tained. Balloting was resumed, the dark horse suddenly 
appeared and a stampede brought in James K. Polk as the 
nominee. Neither majority nor minority was pleased. The 
great leaders destroyed one another and an unknown, col- 
orless man carried off the prize. It was a severe lesson 
but the two-thirds rule was not abandoned. A nomination 
by two-thirds is, as Gen. Saunders said, imposing, im- 
pressive and convincing.

JAPANESE WOMEN IN WAR, 
Mrs. Sadazuchi Uchida, wife of the Japanese Consul-General 
in New York, in Harper's Weekly. 

The womem of Japan do not go out and fight today as 
they have done on rare occasions in the past. We had ap 
Empress once who led an army into Corea and fought at 
the head of her soldiers. And even in the last century, when 
the Shogun made his last stand against the Mikado, nearly 
a thousand women and girls belonging to families attaehed 
to the Shogun fought behind and upon the castle walig, and 
many were killed. 

It is different now. Only the men go out. But there is 
much left for the women to do, and there is not a woman 
in Japan who will shirk her duty. Not only must ehe take 
eare of the family while the men are away, but she must 
work for the soldiers. Our Empress herself is the patron 
of the Japanese Red Cross Society, whose president is al- 
ways a prince of the royal house. 

The women who act as nurses must lay aside thelr ki- 
monos and wear the regular dress of a hospital nurse. Both 
before and since the war with China the women of Japan 
have attended the hospital trainig schools, where instruc- 
tion is given by American and European nurses, and there 
are now no better nurses in the world than those of Japan.

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SCHOOLS IN RUSSIA. 
From the New York Tribune. 

In Russla altogether there are about 85,000 elementary 
schools, the total cost of their maintenance being 50,000,000 
rubles, er about $27,000,000. Of this amount the Zemstvos 
or provisional assemblies, which contain representatives of 
the peasantry, contribute 23 per cent, and they exist and 
operate in less than half the provinces of the empire. The 
imperial treasury contributes 20 per cent and the rest is 
made. up by appropriations of the rural and municipal gov- 


tributions. There are 4,500,000 pupils in all the schools, only 
a quarter of them being girls. Of the female population 
of the empire only one in fifty-four appears as a pupil: of 
In thousands of instances 
ehildren have to walk from eight to twelve miles a day 
in going to and from school, and the school term coinckies 
with the coldest and séverest weather. Half the army re- 
cruits are illiterate. Twenty years ago only one in five 
could read and write. The greatest chaos prevails in the 
control and management of these elementary schools, and 
they come under the direction of nine different departments. 
Some are secular amd some religious, but none are equipped 
as they should be and as they might be under more efficient 
administration; though there is not money enough availabl« 
from public or private sources to carry on the business as 
it. ought to be carried on. Friends of popular education— 
and they include every enlightened person in the em pire— 
ask that the government contribute half of the entire edu- 
cational fund, and@ are laboring in that direction with little 
present encouragement, the country having too much on it: 
hands just now to give the matter the attention it needs 
and deserves,

WILL RICH INDIANS BECOME 
POOR WHEN GIVEN FRE] DOM > 
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Soon the Tribes in Indian Territory Will Be Entirely Fre 


ment Supervision, and What They Will Do With Their 


Wealth Is a Great Problem. 


By a Special Correspondent of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, March 19. 


OT more than one-fourth of the present membership 
N of the five civilized tribes are full-blooded Indians. 
There are, in round number, 84,7 persons accred- 

ited to these tribes or nations, as they are called, and they 
control 19,776,286 acres of land in the Indian Territory. The 
Choctaws have a membership of 20,250, the Chickasaws 10,500, 
the Creeks 16,000, the Cherokees 35,000 and the Seminoles 3000, 
Many years ago the Indian Territory was the refuge of 
all classes of men from the states. Some went there to 
escape justice, others for speculative purposes, and still 
others for adyenture. A large percentage of these men, re- 
alizing the value of the land, its unlimited resources in 
minerals and coals, adopted it as their future homes. They 
could not acouire title to the land in their own names or 
rizhts, so married into the different tribes or nations.

FARMERS MUST PAY INDIAN TAX 
Choctaws Invoke Government Aid to 


Drive ‘‘Nesters” Out of Territory. 
DURANT, I. T., March 19.—The Indian 
agent has received an order from the sec- 
retary of the interior to proceed at once to 
remove 2% white farmers from the Choctaw 


nation on the alleged round that they 
failed to pay the permit tax that is due the 
Choctaw tribe. 

There is a Choctaw law that any white 
farmer who comes into the Choctaw nation 
and works a tarm shall pay to the tribal 
fund a permit tax of $ per year. If they 
fail to do so they mav be removed 
the nation and the territory. These 2% have 
not pald. 

Some time ago the governor of the nation 
filed complaint against them. and alleged 
that they were a disturbing element and a 
detriment to the nation, and asked the aid 
of the government in removing them. Thé 
matter was laid before the department with 
the result stated. 

These farmers are located in a group 
just across the Arkansas line in the ter- 
ritory, and most of them are Arkansas 
farmers who have slipned over the line. 
If they own town lots in any of the terri- 
tory forms, wiiich is not likely, they can- 
not be removed. It is also probable that 
when they find that it is a case of or 
move, they will pay the $%. The Padian 
agent will instruct his Indian police to take 
the matter in hand at once, and collect the 
tax or put the parties out. If the governor 
insists that they are objectionable citizens. 
it is likely the money will not be accepted 
if tendered. 

There was a similar case in the Choctaw 
nation several months ago. and 274 farmers 
were ordered removed. Most of them paid 
up and were allowed to remain.

“SIC INCOLN TO DAVIS! 
SAYS MISSISSIPPI 


State Urged to Name County in Hon- 
or of the Southern Instead of 
Northern Hero.. 


——— 


SENTIMENT, CRIES OPPOSITION 


Advocates Say That Name of Lincoln 
Was Bestowed on County by Aliens 
and Negroes at Odious Time. 


JACKSON, Miss., March 19.—The oppo- 
nents ‘to the change of the name of ree 
coln County to Davis County contend cuat 
there is nothing in the desire to do so but 
“a matter of sentiment.” Capt. J. J. Hood 
Says in this connection: 

“The name of Lincoln to the county was 
bestowed at a time when the people of the 
South were walking with unsandaled feet 
over the hot lava beds of sectional strife, a 
veritable shoel. The ignominies then per- 
petrated under the name of law were de- 
structive of all they did. 

“So these things are seared in the mem- 
ory and the people are wont to blot from 
the constitution of the state’s counties the 
one star that reminds them of those fearful 
days of trial, humiliation and degradation 
and that misleads their youth, as to the 
ideals to emulate. 

“It is in my opinion a very practical 
proposition and the desire expresses the 
deliberate, matured sentiment of people 
that are determined sooner or later to wipe 
out the name. 

“It is known by the men and women of 
the past generation that Mr. Lincoln was 
the willing cause of the utter destruction 
of the South, that he infracted and vicious- 
ly violated all the laws of the constitution, 
that he was strictly an unconstitutional 
ruler, all the way through the awful trag- 
edy of war, even by his unchristian and un- 
holy acts, horrifying many of the great 
men and leaders of his own party. That 
of all men of the North we should approve 
and continue the humiliati act of Ames’ 
administration in naming this county, it is 
strange to me. that there is an effort to 
obstruct the almost universal desire to the 
State, with the flimsy pretext that it is 
nothing but empty sentiment. 


“I would like to know what constitutes 
the political, moral and religious sentiment 
of a people if the practicabilities and cx- 
pediency are not the basic principles of 
this God ven sublime sentiment. The 
trials, sacrifices,- heroiem and mental ser- 
vices even of the masses of the past are 
the practical substratum of the noblest 
sentiment of the present. 

“If our ancestors were the peerless peo- 
ple-history pronounces them we can never 
dishonor ourselves in cherishing the un- 
stained sentiment that was the rarest flow- 
er of their glorious and tmperishable rec- 
ord! k of the South’s armies there— 
culminated in the hearts and minds of 
her womanhood a divine sentiment that 
was to that army a cloud through the 
day and a pillar of fire by night. It was 
a sentiment intensely practical, and glor- 
lously inspiring and made such heroes as 
the world had never before known. We 
did not fail to recognize then that it was 
a flame of patriotic fire that burned 
steadily upon all the altars of sacrifice 
throughout the South. 

“That sentiment lives today—pure gold— 
all the brighter by the fires of war, and 
it will be the inspiration of all that is 
best. purest and holiest in the years to 
come. 

“The old men and — men who breathe 
its sweet and invigorating aroma need 
have no apologies to make in asking for 
a change of the name of Lincoln to tnat 
of Davis County. 

“When the North has made advances it 
is time enough for us to accept her hand 
and courteously respond as knightly south- 
erners will always do—she has never done 
s0, save through the grand McKinley, and 
the White House affair wiped out all that. 
No man has been more bitterly, constantly 
and outrageously defamed and ie reviled 
than Mr.' Davis, and we ithink it is time 
for the great State of Mississippi to place 
him on the estal, where he justly be- 
tongs, and with ‘subtle delicacy and grace’ 
twine about his brow a wreaith of laurels, 
worthy the greatest figure of a great and 
imperishable cause!

Bill Rushed Through Providing That Persons Committing 
Crime in Foreign State Without Leaving Home State 
Is Fugitive From Justice.

DES MOINBS, Io., March 13.—The Iowa 
Legislature has passed through both houses 
a bill providing for the extradition of fugi- 
tives from justice where the person com- 
mitting the crime was not actually in 
the state in which it occurred. The bill 
was simultaneously presented in both 
houses by the chairmen of the judiciary 
committees. 

It went through immediately, making the 
extradition of Mrs. Dye possible, and her 
trial for the murder of Miss Rena Nelson 
at Pierre, S. D., only a mater of time. 

In support of the measure |Attorney-Gen4 
eral Mullan submitted to the chairmen o 
the judiciary committees a long array o 


supreme courts, including one by Justice 
Seevers of the Iowa Supreme Court, hold- 
ing that one cannot be extradited as a 
‘fugitive from justice, within the meaning 
of the constitution, unless he had actually 
been present in the state in which the 


crime is committed.

It simply pro- 
vides that where the crime occurs in an- 
other state without the guilty persons 
having left this state to commit it, the 
person may be extradited the same as if 
a fugitive from justice in the strict sense 
of the term. 

The bill provides for extradition of a 
person who used the mails, telegraph or 
telephone to commit fraud, as well as mur- 
der, and Representative Temple of Clark. 
who happens to have as a client, a county 
official, who is wanted in Nebraska for 
alleged forgery by mail and cannot be ex- 
tradited owing to the defect in the laws, 
made a lengthy address proposing to limit 
the bill to those who commit murder in 
Other states. 

N. E. Kendall, who championed the bill, 
urged haste in passing it as he said it 
was still possible for Mrs. Dye to escape 
trial by simply leaving the state. 

The crime of which Mrs. Dye is accused 
is the murder of Rena Nelson of Pierre, 
5. D., by means of poisoned candy sent 
through the mails from Boone, Io., where 
Mrs. Dye lives, to Pierre, S. D. 

Mise Nelson left her hame in Pierre to 
visit an aunt at Boone, Io., and took tem- 
porary employment in the telephone ex- 
change there. In the course of her busi- 
ness she made the acquaintance of Sher- 
man Dye, telegraph operator at the rail- 
road station, from whom she received 
much aittention. 

At the completion of her visit to her 
aunt she returned to Pierre, and shortly 
afterward received a threatening anony- 
mous letter. Not long heretfter she re- 
ceived another letter, wvurporting ‘to be 
signed by Mrs. Sherman Dye, rebuking her 
Sad pavens stolen the affections of her hus- 
and. ‘ 

This letter she sent to Sherman Dye, ask- 
ing an explanation. Dye wrote back as- 
suring that he had been divorced and 
was therefore fres to honorably make her 
acquaintance and win her friendship. 

In due course Miss Nelson received 
through the post a box of candy. She ate 
the confection, unsuspectingly. It was pol- 
sonous, and she died. But before dying 
She wrote a letter setting forth the above 
facts, and stating thait she had not known 
that Dye was married and not free to offer 
her attentions. 

At the time Dye was seeking her com- 
pany and corresponding with her he was 


An investigation after the death of Miss 
Nelson revealed the fact that the address 
mm the box of candy was the front of the 
identical envelope which had enclosed the 
letter allegwed.to have been written bt Mrs 
Dve tto Miss Nelson. which the latter had 
sent to Sherman Dye. 

Both Miss Nelson and Mrs. Dye were 
of irrevroachable character, while Dye, a 
handsome man with a personality fascinat- 
ing to women, is known to have been 
somewhat promiscuous in his attentions to 
the fair sex. 

It is bellevd that the anonymous letter 
received by Miss Nelson was written, not 
by Mre. Dye, but by one of the women to 
wae Dye had been attentive to previous-

Upon receipt of the news of Miss Nel- 
sons death, Mrs. Dye was _ arrested, 
charged with murder and South Dakota 
made a requisition for her extradition on 
the governor of Iowa. Mrs. Dye’s attor- 
neys combatted the extradition on _ the 
ground that she was not a fugitive from 
justice because she had never been in 
South Dakota, and the state legislature 
then in session, was urged to pass a Dill 
to fit her case, which it did.

One will be a dark gray 
and the other a brown suit, the color in- 
dicating the class of the convict, accord- 
ing to his conduct. 

Stripes will be used in extreme cases of 
disrezard for the prison rules, donatinug 
that the offender is in disgrace with the 
prison authorities

NEW YORE, March 19.—Fdiltorials of the 
New York World reviewing the supreme 
court decigion in the merger case and crit- 
cizing President Roosevelt for his service 
pension order have attracted wide atten- 
tion all week. Seldom has Congress 
listened with such attention to the words 
of any paper. 

On Wednesday ‘‘the facts in the merger 
case” was the cause of a sensational de- 
bate in which all the more prominent 
members of the House participated. Again 
on yesterday the Worid’s editorial (re- 
produced on editorial page of today’s Post- 
Dispatch) was the basis of spirited ac- 
tion, for in the Senate Mr. Overman of 
North Carolina, prompted by the words of 
the World before him, introduced resolu- 
tions calling for an investigation. of the 
constitutionality and right of the Presl- 
dent's act in putting forth the service pen- 
sion order. 

Continuing the series of editorials, 
World will tomorrow say, unger the 
tion, “The New and Greater Danger: 

“The power of the President even before 
this merger decision was enormous beyond 
precedent. He could make peace and 
war, frame treaties, with a senate cowed 
into merely indorsing his acts, or form al- 
Hances with forefgn powers. He was the 
commander-in-chief of the army and navy 
and of the far larger army: of civil ap- 
pointees, holding the very means of sub- 
sistence at his pleasure or the pleasure of 
his subordinates. Powers and attributes 
gravitated to him as the nation grew un- 
til he was in effect the most potent ruler 
on earth. 

“Now comes this new power over corpora- 
tions, a power never dreamed of by the 
makers of the constitution. He can un- 
sheath a Damocles sword and, chief of a 
party as well as head of the people, can 
hang it over the head of the finance, the 
commerce and the industry of the nation. 
If today Mr. Bryan were in President 
Roosevelt’s place, and if as president he 
were to do what as agitator and dema- 
gogue he has proclaimed that it was the 
president's duty to do, by opening whole- 
sale prosecutions against corporations, the 
threat of such proceedings might involve 
the industries of the country in universal 
panic. It might as easily yield a cam- 
paign fund of many millions of dollars.

“Against that menace what means may 
avail? : 


“Less than a week under the decision has 
sufficed for a striking realignment of po- 
litical forces and for the obscuring of 
many political landmarks. 

“Dividing almost upon political lines, the 
court has established the supremacy of the 
nation, a nation clothed with ample power 
te repress national evils. It has shown that 
no subterfuge or lawyer's quibble of state 
sovereignty or jurisdiction can block the 
people's will; that, without such amend- 
ment of the constitution, as both President 
Roosevelt and Mr. Bryan ignorantly sup 
posed to be necessary, Congress has abso- 
lute authority to deal with trusts and 
monopolies by laws whose wisdom or whose 
expediency no court will examine, but only 
their constitutionality. : 

“Whatever their past politics may have 
been, those newspaper organs of limited 
public opinion which revive the possibility 
of existence from the favor of corporattons 
are today all for state rights.

Thirteen Club to date reads as fol- 
lows: 

John Embich, died mysteriously in 
1890 after undergoing surgical opera- 
tion; belleved that nervous shock of 
surgeons knife killed him, as opera- 
tion itself was apparently most suc- 
cessful. 

“Bil’ — Cast name forgotten,) 
kilied In railway wreck in 1891. 

Schuyler Embich, younger brother 
of John, killed in 1892 in accident at 
South Bend doll works: almost cut 
in two by pulley belt which he was 
trying to adjust. 

Frederick Madison, committed sui- 
cide in 188%; took poison while in a 
despondent mood. 

John Coad, murdered or committed 
suicide in Chicago, 1900: found with 
back broken at foot of lodging house 
stairs. 

Edward Spoon, crushed to death in 
1900 beneath a brick wall at the Bird- 
rell plant in South Bend. 

Willlam Haverly, found dead aur 
ing winter of 188 in coal bin at 
South Bend electric light plant. 

Christian Herbich, killed by gaso- 
line explosion in 1908. 

William Runyan, murdered in his 
store on Feb. 20, 1904.

SOUTH BEND, Ind., March 19.—The bale- 
ful influence of the numerals one and three, 
in conjunction, is singularly exemplified in 
the fatalities which have followed _ the 
members of the ‘Thirteen Club’’ of the 
Fourth ward of this city In fts career of 
¥0 years, of whom only four survive. 

It is not the fact that two-thirds of th 
members have died in 20 years that chal- 
lenges the attention, but the manner of 
their unfortunate end. None of the nine 
died a ratural death. Accident, suicide or 
murder were the methods of their taking. 

Inncecent ignorance of the malevolence uf 
the fatal “‘Thirteen’’ did not protect them. 
The club was formed by 13 boys, who were 
totally unaware of the unlucky tradition 
which holds to “I3,"’ yet death has not 
ceased to stalk them through their youth to 
their early manhood. 

Down among the 
Fourth ward lived 13 small ‘Ss 
oven age. That there were hoy: 4 was only 
a matter of chance. Ten years, or close 
thereto, was their age, at which time of life 
boys have certain romantic and adventur- 
ous ideas, which culminate in the formation 
of bands or clubs. These 13 boys formed a 
club, secret in its intent, harmless in its 
adventures, and named it the ‘Thirteen 
Club.” Had there been one other boy, or 
two or three more, ilkely it would have 
the “Fourteen,”’- “Fiftéen’ or ‘“Six- 
club. But Fate had marked these

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Sentence Commuted. 


PARIS, March 19.—Dilebler, the Paris 
headsman, now breathes more freely and 
is no longer seeking a place in waich to 
erect his guilistine for the condemned mur- 
derer, Spino. The cause of Diebler’s peace 
of mind is that President Loubet has com- 
muted Francois Spino’s sentenced to death 
to imprisonment for life. The French Pres- 
ident has declared, it is said, that no man 
shall be.put to death during his presi- 
dency. Deibler’s position therefore becomes 
a sinecure. 

Diebler has been in a state of mind for 
many weeks. The prison De la Rouquette, 
in front of which the gulllotine stood for 
years, was torn down, and the conditions 
did not permit of guillotining taking place 
at the old stand. 

Diebler set himself to work to find an- 
other home for his death-dealing machine. 
Every time that he picked out a spot that 
seemed suitable a cry went up from ihe 
people in that vicinity, and he was com- 
pelled to make retreat after retreat in ‘his 
cherished desire. Then came the sentence 
to death of Spino and the matter of find- 
ing a place for the knife and block became 
more urgent. 

IMebler. reached a state of distraction. He 
passed sleepless nights in trying to arrange 
for the coming “promenade to the widow,”’ 
1s the guillotine is called. Every quarter 
of Paris was equally opposed to having the 
honor of the executions. The Paris alder- 
men repulsed every effort to erect the 
ghastly machine in thelr respective dis- 
tricts and the people of the suburbs were 
fully as resentful. 

The law provides that capital punish- 
ment must be public and on a night before 
an execution crowds assemble about the 
guillotine in order to hold points of van- 
tage, drinking and reveling... During the 
execution they sing and dance madly about 
the scaffold, naturally no one cares to have 
these awful scenes brought to their doors, 
hance the objection to the widow. 

D‘tebler was In a like predicament tn 1902, 
when he was to put to death Bidaud, 
and could find no place for his machine. 
Loubet commuted Bidaud’s sentence, but 
he held off so long on Spino’s fate that 
“monsieur de Paris’’ despaired of having 
the sentence commuted, now he is per- 
fectly happy. 

In 1902 tremendous mass meetings were 
held throughout France to advocate the 
abolition of the death penalty. President 
Loubet, who has always been so much af- 
fected by an execution that he could not 
sleep for many nights before and after its 
occurence, was heartily in favor of the 
movement, and has since determined that 
he will follow the precedent set by Presi- 
dent Grevy of commuting the sentence in 
each case to imprisonment. 

Diebler says that he, too, is against the 
death peualty, but excuses his own occupa- 
tion by saying: “A man has to live, hasn’t 
he?”

Afraid to Speak Out. 


All the leading London dally pa; 
Gept the Times came out in mourning for 
the Duke of Cambridge, and the ‘Times 
Published a more critical and less conven- 
tionally eulogistic obituary of him than the 
rest did. 

As a matter of fact, the duke was a ‘most 
@ndistinguished person, combining in him- 
eeif many of the qualities which were least 
@4@mirable in the character of the Georges. 
Tn the Crimea he came under a cloud, but 
this did not prevent him from being the 
Sommander-in-chief of the army for #0 
years, during which time he steadfastly 
©ppered every reform. His final removal 
from office in 1894 he regarded as justify- 
ing @ military coup d'etat against the gov- 
ernment. 

Personally he was much liked for his 
Bluff, straightforward, unaffected manner 
and he was a great success with women, 
to whom he always was intensely devoted 
and whom he regarded from precisely the 
Same view point as did his ancestor, George 
Il, Th's trait, however, only increased his 
popularity, especially with the army. 


Swore Like the 
Traditional Pirate. 


He always maintained the early Victorian 
taste for cursing everything and everybody 
he disapproved of. His running comments. 
when listening to an unpalatable speech in 
the House of Lords, often consisted of a 
stream of muttered expletives on a cres- 
cendo sca’e highly disconcerting to those 
around him. 

A peer once was severely er'ticisinge the 
army. The duke grew purple with rage. he 
rolied about in his seat, swearing audibly. 
Finally he rose and exclaimed aloud: 

- me. I can't stand such —— foo) 
rot.”’ 

Repeating which observation he strode 
out of the house amid half suppressed 
laughter. He was a type of the old school, 
now extinct. In marrying the beaut'ful 
Miss Farebrother, a burlesque actress, he 
showed great pluck and self sacrifice, and 
their three sons seem to have been par- 
tloularly unfortunate in all their under- 
takings. Their status was a dubious one, as 
the duke’s marriage never was recognized 

. by Queen Victoria. But the present king 
has always been friendly @isposed toward 
them.

WHAT BECOMES OF 
INFANT PRODIGIES?

PARIS, March 19.—In trying to find out how in- 
fant prodigies turn out when they grow up the 
Revue, which makes a specialty of treating psycho- 
logical questions, wrote to distinguished men of 
Europe asking if they belonged in the prodigy class 
in infancy. Among those who replied were these 
Frenchmen. 

Camille Flammarion, the celebrated astronomer, 
wrote that his destiny was foreshadowed when at 
the age of 6 years he was deeply impressed by the 
solar eclipse of Oct. 9, 1847. 

Gaston Paris, a great scholar, since dead, 
answered that he learned to read when 4 years olé¢, 
and when 7 recited the whole of Racine’s drama, 
“Athalie.”’ 

Paul Bourget, the novelist, didn’t know about 
having been a prodigy, but he learned to read and 
write so young he could not remember at what age. 
He used to be lifted at table to sit upon huge vol- 
umes of Walter Scott, and after the meal carried 
the books away to read. 

Jules Ciaretie, the successful manager of France's 
classic theater, the Comedie Francaise, recalls that 
he always had a taste for writing. 

Jules Lemaitre, the distinguishhed dramatic critia, 
remembers nothing remarkable about his child- 
hood. 


Marcel Prevost, a noted man of letters, did not 


learn to read until he was 7. But he wanted to 


learn when he was 3 and would have done so had 
not the family doctor forbidden it. . 

Pierre Bugene Berthelot, the famous chemist, does 
not think he was a prodigy, though at the age of 
7 he was near the head of his classes in Latin, 
Greek, history and rhetoric. 

Dr. Dieulafoy, an eminent physician, says nothing 
in his childhood indicated that he would be a mem- 
ber of the Academy of Inscriptions and Belles Let- 
tres. 

Count Robert de Montesquiou, the exquisite, does 
not believe in infant prodigies, though he does in 
prodigious infants. He was neither the one nor the 
other, he insist, yet he wrote with some success at 
school Latin verses not only for himself, but for 
his less proficient mates. To. this day he has pre- 
served one characteristic line he then wrote, which, 
translated, runs. 

“That dreamy and pale light.” 

Baron d’Estournelles de Constant, renowned as a 
leader in the cause of international peace and arbi- 
tration, relates that one day when he was 6 years 
ola. seeing a knife-grinder making a dog turn the 
wheel, he expressed pity for the dog. The grinder 
asked him if he wanted to take the dog’s place. He 
said he did, and turned the wheel while the dog 
rested. 

‘This perhaps is my mission in life,” the baron 
wrote, “to turn the wheel so as to lighten somewhat

Young Corbett, undisputed featherweight 
champion of the world, and Jimmy Britt, 
lightweight champion of the Pacific coast, 
will meet in San Francisco next Friday, 
March 25, in a 2-round battle. 

The men will fight for the featherweight 
title and a percentage of the gate receipts. 
The weight is to be’ 130 pounds at 6 o’ clock, 
Fight experts all over the country, gen- 
erally regard the Britt fight as the last op- 
portunity in sight to beat the great little 
champion, and consequently the mill is 
causing more comment than any feather- 
weight battle since the final setting of 
McGovern’'s star. 

Prior to the Corbett-Sullivan battle sev- 
eral weeks ago, opinion waa about evently 
divided regarding the chances of the two 
men, with the coast experts slightly favor- 
ing Britt. 

Since the San Francisco men saw the ter 
rible beating the champion gave the tough 
little Sullivan, their views have changed to 
a great extent, and experts all over the 
country give Corbett the. best chance at 
the weight. 

Jack McKenna, the well-known local ex- 
pert and promoter, has written for the 
Post-Dispatch his opinions of the fight.

Britt cannot knock Corbett out, and he 
cannot stay away from a knock-out for 2 
rounds. This is always supposing that Cor- 
bett goes into the ring a well-trained man, 
and in liniug up the chances on Young Cor- 
bett’s battles it is always well to make 
that understooa. 

Corbett must be in shape to fight a hard 
battle when he meets Jimmy Britt. If he 
is not he will be gorgeously hammered. He 
is notoriously careless in his training hab- 
its, but I think that he recognizes the, fact 
that he can take no chances in this fight. 
If he knows that he will train, and if he 
trains he will knock Britt out before the 
end of their fight when they meet in Frisco 
Friday night. 

Corbett won his fight with Britt when he 
made Jimmy sign to meet him at 130 
pounds. He is one of the few fighters that 
ever made his own matches, and made 
them well. Many people talk about one or 
two pounds more or less making no differ- 
ence, but Rritt’s fighting weight is not less 
rthan 138 pounds, and every pound he takes 
of wnder that ia golng to take tons of vi- 
tality out of him.

Eddie Hanlon, 
at 129 pounds, is a tougher proposition for 
Corbett than Jimmy Britt at 130. You can 
see why. Hanlon had all the weight he 
could carry without having any useless 
matter on him, and Britt is taking off at 
least three pounds of weight that he needs 
in order to be in fighting condition. 

That is the most important rehson that 
Corbett will win. Now to take up the 
style, character and ring wisdom of the 
two men. 

To begin with, Corbett knew more about 
fighting before he was champion than all 
the rest of the fighters in his class put to-

gether, and since he has become champion 
he has learned as much more. He is in 
no way conceited, and is therefore learning 
all the time. 

He is a wise, wise fighter. In no way 
a clever boxer, he is an able ring general, 
which is considerably more. He is a won- 
der at sizing up the character of his man 
and fightine him accordingly, and with that 
terrible punch constantly ready for use he 
can whip many men that could give him 
cards and spades at pure boxing. 

Britt is altogether a boxer. He can take 
care of himself ina ring and knows 
enough about fighting not to make any 
dangerous moves through sheer ignorance. 
But no boxer has yet beat Young Corbeit. 
In my opinion Britt cannot put the cham- 
pion out with a baseball bat, and all it 
needs is one of Corbett’s best to end 
Britt’s boxing for several minutes. 

Corbett will not go to Britt, and Britt 
must therefore go to Corbett in the end, 
which is one form of self-annihilation, be- 
cause Corbett can put out a welterweight 
as ensily as a featherweight, and when 
Britt comes in sooner or later he will stop 
that right. 


“Corbett’s Right

Corbett will do everything he can to per- 
suade Britt to carry the fight to him. He 
will miss leads badly and leave everything 
open for Britt to come in and hand it to 
him. But that right hand is always ready. 

If Britt boxes with him at long range he 
will make the champion look foolish. He 
will jab and hook him and outpoint him 
generally. Corbett ts, as I say, no boxer, |

Round after round you may hear over 
the wire that Britt does so-and-so, and 
Britt hit Corbett here and hit him there 
and all around. But in one round he will 
come into Corbett inevitably, and just as 
inevitably that right will come on to his 
jaw or stomach and then—— 

‘Seven—eight—nine—ten!” 


It is the same sort of game as the Jef- 
fries-Fitzsimmons fight, when Fitz cut the 
champion up so badly that the police 
wanted to stop the fight. Jeff was rib- 
boned, pounded and groggy, but Fits could 
not put him out, and then came that one 
awful crack, and the fight wae over. 

Corbett can take all Britt can give him 
for 19 rounds until Britt’s arms get tired 
from jabbing him, and then walk in and 
put him out. 

That is the whole story. Britt cannot 
stay out always, and when he comes in he 
will be knocked out. 

As to confidence, both boys are clean, 
plucky fighters with unlimited eand. Cor- 
bett is the most confident boy under all 
circumstances that I ever saw. He never 
refuses anybody a fight and then a return 
fight. Witness McGovern and a dozen 
others. 

Just before his first fight with McGovern 
in Hartford he sent somebody to ask me 
to come to his dressing room. I went in, 
and he said, “Jack, I just wanted to shake 
hands with you. The next time we shake 
hands I will be featherweight champion 
of the world.” And they were laying 10 
to 1 or anything you asked against him at 
the ringside then.

A net profit for the college year 1902-0 
of $1014.37 is shown by the annual] report 
of the Yale Fingncia]l Union, which includes 
the football, baseball and athietic associa- 
tions and the boat club. 

The preceding years profits from these 
‘branches of athletics amounted to $3344.68, 
| but the figures for 1902-03 are considered en- 
eouraging because of the unusually large 
expenditure in that year for the main- 
tenance of Yale field, amounting to $22,600, 
as against only $7900 In the previous year. 
This increased expense was due to the erec- 
tion of new stands and changes in old ones. 
The report gays that, atthough Yale ath- 
letics can by no means be said to be self- 
Supporting, the present syetem shows a 
great improvement in the financia] situa- 
tien over that of former times. 

The total receipts were $92,711.88, divided 
as follows: Football, $66,440.71; baseball, 
$23,807.57; boating, $8829.84; athletic as-

Military Science Likely fo 
Be Revolutionized by. a 
New and Terrible Agency 
of Destruction—Both Rus- 
sia and Japan Negotiating 
for Flying Machines From 
Which to Drop Projectiles 
and Combustibles on Onc 
Another’s Forces. 
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BY CARL E. MYERS, 
Superintendent of the Aeronautic 
World's Fair. , 

HE use of airships in war would result in the 
T disarmament of the nations. Armies and na- 
vies will become obsolete as soon as aerial 
warfare begins, and its destructive possibilities will 
make nations fear to engage in it. 

It is entirely practicable in so far as the airships 
are concerned. I have a ship which I shall bring to 
St. Louis in which I can start from anywhere around 
the World’s Fair and destroy St. Louis in 24 hours. 
Nothing can stop me. I can drop explosives on the 
city and wreck every building in it. 

If Japan introduced airships in her war with Rus. 
sia she would win easily. One airship manned by a 
small corps of men would wipe out army after 
army. 

The Hague peace congress ruled against airships, 
however. It admitted dynamite and gun cotton as 
proper instruments of war, but it stopped at the 
higher explosives and airships. 

The use of them, it decided, would be going too 
far. Think of riding through the air and dropping 
out destruction to hundreds of men and to millions 
of property almost as you would toss a peanut shell 
overboard. 

The fact of the matter is that disaMmament of the 
nations and. a near approach of universal peace 
would follow the admission of airships as instru- 
ments of war. That would throw a whole lot of 
men out of their jobs and make the valuable fighting 
machines of the present useless. 


The Hague congress stopped just short of that 
and left war still possible. 

The use of airships in war would not be expensive 
except when they went into action, and then only 
to their enemy. Just what the cost would be de. 
pends on many circumstances, but it is easy to see 
that one airship is greater than a navy or an army 
in destructive power, and doesn’t cost nearly so 
much to build or maintain. 

The number of men required to handle it would be 
small, One man properly equipped is a tremen- 
dous engine of destruction. 

In such operations the armies or navies would be 
helpless, It is impossible to fire a big gun effectively 
at the angle which would be required td hit the air- 
ship. The charge that would have to be used would 

}. burst the gun. 
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shells and combustible. These airships will be sailed di- 
rectly above the enemy whom it is designed to attack. 
They will be kept at a height placing them beyond the 
range of any piece of ordnance yet known to man. There 
gun now in that could trained at such an 
as to give its projectiles a range sufficient to reach 
one of these fighting airships. The highest elevation. pos- 
sible at present is at an angle of 45 degrees, the one excep- 
tion being in the case of mortars, and mortars have neither 
the nor the accuracy necessary to met the new 
demand.

In making these, long strips of wood are planed smooth 
with little toothed planes and then cut into sections an 
inch or two inches long, as the case requires. These are 
then fitted together to make the network. | 

One man planes the strips of wood, another cuts them 
into sections, securing just the right angles in cutting, so 
that the pieces will fit properly, and a third man fita them 
together. 

The panels, inlaid with ivory and bone representing lions, 
and shrubbery and typical Chinese scenes, are made, like 
the others, with a few rude tools. When completed they 
are perfect, fitting so that there is not a rough edge any- 
where and the entire piece receives a high polish. The in- 
laid ivory and bone looks as if it had grown into the 
wood. 

The Chinese pavilion is to be covered with such panels 
and amid work. I do not believe anything finer can he 
found in Lhey the result of such 
labor and patience as few other peoples employ. In the 
Chinese pavilion there are about 6000. pieces. both inside 
and outeds the building, We are aacing bri,itly painted 
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Imagine the destruction possible to such a war machine. 
It is not necessary to find the range for iis projectiles. Al! 
that is necessary is to calculate with accuracy the amount 
of wind deflection in the downward flight to the earth— 
and then to open fire. The army beneath would be ut- 
terly at the merey of such a terrible’ war machine. It 
must of necessity be put to rout. Even in its flight it 
could be foilowed by the man-of-war airship, hovering 
above it like some dreadful bird monster of incalculable 
inalignity and destructive powers, 

Do not believe that the fighting airship has come upon 
us without there being some experiments toward develop- 
ing a defensive discovery. When Sir Hiram Maxim set 
himself to the task of inventing an aeroplane for war pur- 
poses, his brother, Hudson Maxim, at once went about 
evolving a gun that should be capable of destroying such 
an airship. but the two tasks have not been perform 
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with equal completeness. The mS of ordnance that shail 
possess a long and accurate range for upward firing, over- 
coming the law of gravitation to an extent heretofore 
found impossible, has not ,yet been invented. But the 
dirigible fighting airship is an accomplished fact. There- 
fore the latter will find its way absolutely clear to estab- 
lishing the bloodiest of records. 

Naturally. when it is seen that resistanee to the man- 
of-war airship is impossible from the earth’s surface, the 
question of aerial conibat between opposing airship navies 
comes at once into prominence. Thus far, this method of 
confronting the fighting airship is the only method that 
presents itself as at all feasible. If Japan sends her six 
American airships to drop explosive projectiles and com- 
bustibles on the Russian army in the fleld, then Russia 
niust needs dispatch her Lebaudy and Santos-Dumont air-

Incredible 
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Romance and Scholastic Enthu- 
siasm Are CMingled in the 
Services of Michigan Univer- 
sity Students Who Have Vol- 
unteered to Be Dosed With 
Deadly Cyanide of Cacodyl in 
Order to Prove Its Effect on 
the Human Organism. 


EVENTEEN students of the 
homeopathic department of 
the University of Michigan 
at Ann Arbor are now taking 
daily doses of a deadly poison 
in the interests of science. 

| The terrible drug. with 
which they are experimenting upon their own 
bodies is said to be cyanide of cacodyl, which is 
10,000 times more deadly than prussic acid. 

Three drops of this frightful poison thrown 
into a theater would kill the entire audience. 
Nevertheless, these seventeen Michigan university 
students are fearlessly subjecting themselves to 
its influence. 

And four of the seventeen poison-provers are 
girls, one of them from St. Louis. 

The object of the experiments is to obtain a 
more definite knowledge of the effects of cyanide 
of cacody! upon the human system. The Michi- 
gan university faculty called for volunteers and 
13 young men and 4 young women of the homeo- 
pathic departinent responded to the call. 

They are ‘.ecret volunteers. No one but those 
in charge of/the experiment knows their names. 
The poison is administered privately. The record 
of the tests is kept hidden from the eyes 
of all but those in authority. Nothing is known 
but that such a test is being made. At some 
future day, perhaps, the results of the experi- 
ments will be publicly announced. 

In the meantime this deadliest of all poisons 
lp being administered to the volunteer subjects. 
The ca er each gp ten edagretge od record. 
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of the Alpha Sigma fraternity of the Iiomeopathic 
department of the University of Michigan. 

The call for volunteers was issued by Willis A. Dewey, 
M. D., professor of materia medica, therapeutics and clin- 
ical neurology. The experiments are under the direct 
charge of Adolph E. Ibershoff, M. D., assistant to the 
professor of ophthalmology and otology. The former has 
general direction of all the university poison tests. The 
latter is in immediate charge of this particular test. Both 
are earnest and enthusiastic teachers. 

It is not given out that cyanide of cacody! is the poison 
being experimented with, but information to this effect 
has become known in University circles, and the result is 
the development of a most acute interest in the final out- 
come of the tests. There is also the keenest curiosity as 
to the identity of the volunteers. On this point, however, 
there is absolute ignorance outside the number of those 
intimately concerned. 

The University itself is tremendously absorbed in the 
experiment. It is hoped and believed that the ultimate 
result will redound vastly to the university’s credit by 
making a valuable addition to the sum of scientific know!- 
edge and, perhaps, constituting the discovery of a new 
remedy to increase the curative stock of materia medica.

University. were an earnest and plucky lot! Their en- 
thusiasm called for the highest appleause. 

But it was not scientific enthusiasm im every case of 
these four girl students. Im one instance a genuine ro- 
mance was developed as accounting for a girl’s willingness 
to take the dread chances of being poisoned with cyanide 
of cacodyl, the deadliest of earth’s drugs. It seems that 
this young “co-ed” was in love with one of the 13 young 
men who volunteered for service in the “poison class.” 
She was informed by the volunteer himself. under a solemn 
pledge of secrecy, that he had been accepted as a member 
of the class. Instantly her resolution was taken. If there 
was any chance of tragic results in the cyanide of coc- 
odyl experiments, she would share that chance with the 
man she loved. Me was davoted to his cailing. Her de- 
gotion to him should be the cause of her own vorunteer 
service by his side. They must face death together. So, 
without a word to her sweetheart, this girl enlisted in 
the “poison class,” and the first that her betrothed knew 
of her intention was-when he saw her as one of the little 
band of “poison provers.” 

“J could not have done otherwise.” she said to him pit- 
eously. “It was impossible for me to sleep of nights, 
knowing that you were running -this risk alone. Now we 
are together and I am not afraid. Whatever befalls one 
will befall the other.” 

Thus it came about that love had its way, even in the

When the counterfeit was discovered my em- 
ployer took all the money in stock and ran 
away to California. Not knowing what te 
do, and being but little more than a boy, I was 
afraid of being inrplicated in the affair. Con- 
sequently! IT took the plates and buried them 
in the woods near New Haven. 

Nevertheless the eyes of the secret service 
were fixed upon me, and for two years they

HOMAS JEFFERSON'S eun dial is 
+. to be exhibited at the gt. Louls

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Geographical Clock 
of New Design 


N INTERDESTING clock was recently 
completed by Charlies D. Davis of 
Chicago. Geographical clocks ~ or 

clocks which indicate the time in every 
part of the world, are by no means new, 
but Mr. Davis’ invention is sald to poe 
sees many ‘novel featurea. t. A 
The dial is totally uniike that of the 
ordinary time recorder, in that ft contains 
3 marks where the minute marks are 
usually placed, these marks repreventing 
the 300 degrees on the earth's surface. On

the outer circle of the dial, where the 12 : 


hour representations are usually place, 
are 24 figures, representing the full day. 
The minutes are denoted by marks on the 
outer circle, but two dots are required for 
five minutes, beGause there are twice as 
mauy characters on the face as on the or- 
dinary clock. 

The dial is divided in the center from the 
six mark to the oppusite six mark. The 
12 hours of the day are distinguished by 
light spaces and the remaining 12 hours 
by dark spaces. The hour hand is station- 
ery at the point which ts made the cen- 
tral time, while the minute hand revolves 
as on the ordinary cloék. 

To determine the time it fs only neces- 
sary to locate the city or country on the 
red dial and read the line in relation to 
it as on an ordinary clock.
